Trotble is brewing in the Balkans again. 
According to reports irom Bukharest, 
Hungarian troops have crossed. the 
Rumanian frontier, and a strong protest 
has-been sent to Buda Pest. The feud 
between Hungary and Rumania is one of 
the most fruitiul sources of unrest. in 
Balkan politics. For centuries Magyars 
and Rumanians have disputed the owner- 
ship of Transylvania, and the award ol 
this province to the Rumanian State by 
the Treaty of Trianon was regarded by 
the’ Magyars as the French regarded 
the annexation by Bismarck of Alsace 
Lorraine fifty years ago. Transylvania is 
& comparatively small strip of territory, 
with an area of some 20,000 square miles 
end a population of between two and three 
millions. Yet its ethnography defies 
analysis. The people of. Transylvania 
probeblr are drawn from more- different 


province in Europe. The majority—a bare 
majority—is composed of’ Wallachians, 
who are a branch of the Rumanian family ; 
but the last census showed that the other 
inhabitants consist of Magyars, Szeklers, 
Saxons, Gipsies, Jews, Armenians, Bulgers, 
Ruthenians and Greeks in almost equal 
numbers. While the Rumanisn element 
commands a slight majority, most of the 
trade of the province is in the hands of the 
others. Transylvania formed part of the 
old Roman province of Dacia, and when 
the legions were withdrawn it became’ a 
kind ‘of caravdnserai’ for the nomadic 
tribes whichgwere sweeping across Europe.

The German Government makes @ solemn 
pratest before the whole world against this 
violence against.a defenceless nation. 

Germany cannot oppose this display of force, 
but st the same time she is not willing to 
submit to a breach of the Peace Treatv,' or 
even, aa she is requested. to co-operate in 
carrying ont the French aims. Germeny re- 
jects such an unreasonable demand. 

Responsibility for all consequences will rest 
eolely with the Powers which have cartied 
out the invasion. 

These co uences have alreeds been mani- 
fested in. the further fall of the mark and the 
enormous increase in the. prices of all com- 
modities, .. 

What economic and politicel consequences 
the future may have in store cannot be fore- 
seon eo long as this situation, which is in 
contravention of the Treaty, exists, and iis 
actual comsequences are not removed. Ger- 
many will. not be in a position to carry out 
the obligations towards those Powers which 
have brought them about.—/Renter.)

DIARY & MANY LETTERS 
LEFT BY MALTBY. 
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Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The inquest on the bodies of Mrs. Middleton 
and Cecil Maitby, the central figures in the 
barricaded house mystery at Regent’s Park, 
will open: to-morrow. 

Owing‘ to the condition of the body a 
minute examination was necessary. It was 
conducted ‘by the Divisional Police Surgeon, 
and occupied about two and a half hours. 
Some parts of the body are being tested for 
possible traces of porson. 

It is a singular fact that none of Mrs. 
Middleton’s clothing was found on the 
premises, and this may Jend some significance 
to the discovery of some charred clothing in 
one of the grates. 

Detectives again searched the house to-day, 
and made special investigations for traces of 
ballet marks in the walls and ceilings. 

It now appears that when Detective Ser- 
geant John Wellsby, who was the first to 
enter the house, reached the bedroom, Maitby 
was still alive. He lay with his head on the 
pillow and. made some effort to speak. CUon- 
sciousness was fast leaving him, however, and 
the blood from the wound in his mouth, 
where he had shot himself, choked his efforts 
to speak. . No coherent statement was heard.

This friend stated to-day that Maltby was 
“then dressed in his usual smart, careful 
way, and there was nothing in his appear- 
ance or demeanour to cause one to suspect 
that anything was worrying him.” . 

He did not purchase any food from me on 
that occasion, although he was a regular 
customer here on a small scale. 

“In the past,” said the friend, “ Mrs. 
Middleton would sometimes accompany him. 
{ knew she was not his wife. Maltby always 
did the buying." 

As regards Mr. Maltby’s financial position, 
the friend stated that no money was owing 
to him by Maltby, who always seamed to 
have plenty of casa. 


OUT ALL NIGHT. 

A significant light is thrown upon the life 
of Maltby during October and November 
last by a coffee-stall keeper, at whose stall 
Maltby used to pass part of the night. 

“Ha used to arrive about 12.50 a.m.,”” 
said the siall-keeper to our reporter last 
night, “and would stay until 2, ó, or 4 a.m. 
He would then go on to another coffee ,stall 
expleaining that he never went back to his 
1ouse before daylight.’’ 

This was in October and November last. 
Mrs. Middleton's dead body may then have 
been in the house, which accounts, perhaps, 
for Maltby’s dishke of entering the place in 
darkness. 
‘He seemed very pleasant man to us 
then,” added the stallkeeper, ' amd was cer- 
tainly not mad.

COSTS OF FARMING. 
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THEIR RELATION TO SELLING 


PRICES, 


In order te test the statements of sé io 
as to the present deplorable condition of the 
agricultural industry, the Norfolk Branch of 
the National Farmers’ Union, through the 
United Agricultural Conference which has 
been established in that county, inyited 
representatives of the workers’ organisations 
to examine farmers’ actual accounts for the 
period 1920-22, | The recently-formed National 
Union of Landworkers accepted this invita- 
tion, and have issued a report, which will 
be considered at the next meeting at Norfolk 
of the United Conference on January 20. 

The actounts examined make it clear (says 
the report) that farming costs at the present 
time bear no relation to the selling prices of 
farm produce, and the Departmental Com- 
mittee. on the subject will perform a rea! 
service if it can put its finger -upon the 
correct: explanations for such _ glaring 
disparity. The representatives of the National 
Union of Landworkers conclude from their 
examination that the present difficulties may 
be. partially met by the farmers applying 
themselyes to the question of more complete 
organisation, in order to obtain the economic 
advantages of large ‘scale - business. This 
appears. to be borne out by the fact that the 
standing charges show an increased per- 
centage of total olltgoings as the individual 
acreage fails. 

In spite of considerable reductions of wages 
during the period, this item in some case? 
shows an increased percentage of the total 
onigoings, bhf the representatives suggest 
that it is to bé explained by the -dis- 
propertionate fall in costs as compared with 
the sellmg prices. They are unanimously of 
9 that, although the present wage is 
above the economic level, even a considerable 
reduction im this item “would not solve the 
problem of the farmer,

The arrival of a new aeroplane called ‘‘ The 
uh sc bh represents a notewerthy British 
achievement that may have far-reaching 
effects. 

As is now pretty well-known, one of the 
chief drawbacks to the success of air lines 
is the fact that aeroplanes land so fast that, 
unless they can be put down in a proper 
aerodrome or on @ very good piece of open 
ground, they are liable turn over and 
crash on landing, or, if they run into any- 
thing when just on the point of landing, the 
impact is so great as to cause serious. injury 
to those on board. 

Consequently the greater the difference 
between the top speed and the lowest speed 
of the machine the better it is for all kinds 
of flying. For this reason ' The Flycatcher ”’ 
ls important. 

_ It is a new war machine, made by the 
Fairey Aviation Co., Ltd., and driven by a 
Siddeley “Jaguar” engine of 350 horse- 
power. 

During recent tests this machine showed a 
top speed of 130 m.p.h., and a slow speed of 
56 m.p.h., at which speed it was still flying 
uhder fuil control.

At the date of the bankruptcy a 


fund in the hands of the firm, and as he was 
informed that the firm’s business was dis- 
posed of by the Official Assignee for £11,750 
he applied to the Court for an order for the 
payment of the sum mentioned. It was usual 
to distribute such funds at Christmas in pay- 
ment of the doctors’ fees and in the purchase 
of comforts for those of the workers. who were 
ailing. 

Mr. Ross explained that if the money were 
paid out by the Court Mr. Beatty was willing 
to distribute it to the workers. It was a case 
of extreme hardship. There was no separate 
account for the money, and it might be taken 
for granted that it was invested in the factory 
which was sold by the Ufficial Assignee. 

His Lordship inquired if there were any 
rules and regulations regarding thé trust fund. 

Mr. Ross said there appeared to be none, 
but the money was distributed by Mr. Beatty 
as it was wanted.

The Pablic Purse. 


Much more onerous are the duties cast upon 
the same officer in the réle of Auditor-General ; 
for here we have him as the guardian of the 
pubic purse, to whom every accounting officer 
of every public department must render. an 
account. This is done with meticulous exacti- 
tude, and according to the lines laid down by 
Gladstone, the greatest of modern Finance 
Ministers, who said—‘‘It is undoubtedly the 
business of the House of Commons to be re- 
sponsible not only for the inception of all 
public expenditure, but also to follow the 
money raised by taxation until the last 
farthing is accounted for.” 

Into his office flow accounts and vouchers 
from one end of the year to the other. It is 
his duty to scrutinise the accounts which show 
how the money has been appropriated, and 
hence the name '“ appropriation accounts.”’ 
‘They are the coping stones of the. financial 
structure of the year. By their means the ex- 
penditure of the year is brought under the re- 
view of Parliament, and Parliament is en 
abled to watch and see that no money has 
been spent for any other purpose than that to 
which Parliament appropriated it.” 


The A-G's Ken. 


The better to facilitate this work, the 
various Government departments send in their 
monthly accounts to the office of the Auditor- 
General, whose staff probe them through and 
through, and satisiy themselves that every 
coin spent comes within the ambit of the 
vote to which it is charged. If any item 
occurs therein which has not statutory autho- 
rity, then the Auditor-General makes a report, 
and if satisfactory explanation is not forth 
coming, the offending accounting officer may 
have to appear in a white sheet before the 
Committee of Public Accounts to answer for 
his misdeeds. 

Evrything from the accounts of the army, 
the police, local government down to the 


Parliamentary vote is within the “ A.-G.’s”’ 
ken, and nothing 1s too big or too small for his

The appropriation audit is his particular 
statutory work, and he must 
presented are in agreement with the esti- 
mates, that surpluses or deficits are correct, 
that explanations are in accordance with 
facts, and that various technical requirements 
have been complied with.

DUBLIN BAY. 
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Part Ill.—The Waders. 
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(BY ST. J. W.) 
U the north of Dublin Bay there lies a 
| long. low island crowned with sandhills 
and marram grass. On its southerly 
yen the Bull Wall runs out opposite Poolbeg 
ighthouse and guards Dublin Harbour from 
the encroachments of the Dollymount sand- 
banks. On the north-west it is divided from 
the mainland at low tide by a sleider stream 
of water. But narrow as the water is, it has 
well served its purpose of separating the 
island from the mainland, and making of it 
something of a sanctuary, preserving it from 
the long suburban tentacles thrown out on 
all sides by the city. And because of its 
defending waterways the North Bull is the 
only spot on the shores of Dublin Bay 
that has been left in its primitive condition 
since the battle of Clontarf was iought, more 
than ten centuries ago. True it is that its 
solitudes have been invaded by golfers at its 

southern end, and that i 


it is linked to the 
mainland by a long bridge set on -wooden 
piles. ‘But the golfers interfere little with 
the long stretch of two miles of sand and 
dunes, and, perhaps, it is as well that the 
links are there, lest worse befal! its peace. 

Round the piers of the bridge as the tide 
ebbs, the water sucks and gurgles in rapid 
eddies; for it seems to feel itself entrapped 
in the narrow passage, and rushes headlong 
through it to reach the waters in the bay out- 
side. Along the parapet, as the tide comes 
back, loiter a few old fishermen, putting out 
long lines to catch the flatfish that lurk on 
the mud bottom. 


The Grey Bent. 


In summer time the sand dunes glow with 
yellow bird's foot, trefoil and purple heart, s- 
ease. In January the grey bent has the sand 
hills to itself, and sends flashes of light acroas 
them as it bends its silvery swathes to the 
wind that seldom ceases to trouble it at this 
stormy season. But if the flowers have for- 
saken it, the birds are its ever constant visi- 
tors. '

An Interesting} Tourney. 


(BY MAJOR P. L. HOLMES.) 
' N international gliding meeting is to be 
A held under French auspices at »iskra, 
in Algeria, during the present month, 
For reasous which it will be the endeavour of 
thi« article to develop this meeting may well 
produce results previously min of in the 
history of motorless flight; indeed, without 
expressing undue optimism, it is quite pos- 
sibie that data may be obtained which will 
have far-reaching effects on the future of 

British aviation, both civil and military. 
Apart from this. and the fact that various 
prizes to the value of some £1,600 are being 
offered, the meeting is arousing considerable 
interest in British aviation circles, because, as 
a result of a French victory at the recent 
trials-in Sussex, the most fgiendly rivairy has 
arisen between the two mba cor for premier 

honours in air sailing. 


Raynham’'s Effort. 


Mr. Raynham, who performed so creditably 
at Itford Hill by remaining in the air for one 
hour and 55 minutes, is the first British air- 
man to enter, and he take over two 
machines, one of which will be of greatly im-- 
proved design, as a result of the knowledge 
he has acquired in Sussex It might 
be pointed out that the machine 
which Mr. Raynham used in the British 
trials was based almost entirely on theory, 
while he himself had never attempted motor- 
less flight until he tested this machine some 
two days prior to the competition. In like 
manner, however, M. Mancyrol, the ultimate 
winner of the British prize, had done compara- 
tively little in this direction prior to his great 
flight of 3 hours 22 minutes; therefore, im- 
provements may be expected in his machine 
also. 

Besides these two rivals, over a dozen 
entries have been received from other French 
pilots, many of whom did well in the trials 
held in France last August, although no results 
were then attained: which compare with the 
British meeting. There are in England several 
macliines which may be termed dark horses, 
and which are expected to show their paces 
in Algeria. Therefore, this meeting, which is 
to last about three weeks, will probably re- 
solve itself into a species of Franco-British 
trial under the true soaring conditions which 
prevail in Africa. 


The Valture. 


In desert regions, during the heat of the 
day, the vulture sailing for mile upon mile, 
without the least movement of his wings, is 4 
familiar sight; but the phenomena of soaring 
birds is never witnessed to any appreciable 
extent in Northern Europe. Thus, if birds 
cannot obtain true soaring flight—which, in 
other words, is navigating the air from point 
to point at will without beet wrsar sot ig or 
human propulsion—in the districts to which 
motorless Richt has so far been confined, 
it is unnecessary to elaborate the fact that 
such an achievement has not only been im- 
possible, but also has not been attempted 
with a glider up to the present. At Itford 
Hill, during the British gliding week, the 
spectacle of birds soaring in the localised up- 
currents was watched with interest, for these 
birds, who certainly, like Mr. Raynham and 
M. Mancyrol, were more accustomed to flight 
with propulsion, obviously suffered irom the 
same limitations as did the airmen.

Power Driven Planes. 


Having seen that it is possible to copy 
animal fiight to this extent, 1t is necessary to 
revert forja moment to power-driven aero- 
planes. In this case it is generally understood 
that the power developed by an aero engine 
to maintain a machine of given weight and 
wing surface in flight is proportionately 
greatly in excess of the efiort exerted by a 
bird. On the assumption that this is correct 
is founded the theory that aerofoila which 
possess soaring attributes, however limited, 
will also permit of power-driven flight with 
engines of considerably reduced horse-power. 

Thus, experiments with gliders in England 
may result in the production of more efficient 
and economical military and civil aeroplanes. 

Several reasons combine to substantiate the 
theory that Biskra will witneas some wonder- 
ful advances in the progress of motoriess flight. 
In comparison to Itford Hill, the site chosen 
is a chain of hills some 1,300 feet high, which 
extend for about twelve miles; thus, not-only 
is the starting point higher, but the extent of 
the up-currents caused by the opposition of 
the hills to the wind will be much greater. 
Again, a strong and steady wind off the sea 
is nsually experienced on the North African 
coast during the afternoon. These conditions 
alone, therefore, are ideal for gliding, and 
should permit the world’s record for duration 
of motorless flight to be broken many times 
over. The significant fact, however, m con- 
nection with this mesting is that it is being 
held in a diatrict where the vulture utilises 
the up-current of hot air which rises from the 
desert during the heat of the day, in order 
to soar for miles without the least 
efiort to propel himself.

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(BY TRAVELLER.) 

UCCEEDING to the position once held by 
S Old Tom Morris at St. Andrews, Andrew 

Kirkaldy has for a great many years 
occupied a prominent place in the game of 
golf. What golfer is there who has not heard 
of Kirkaldy; but how few are familiar with 
the career of this fine old Scottish golfer now 
in his 63rd year? Kirlaldy’s father wes a 
soldier, a Critnean veteran, who was present 
at the siege of Sebastopol, and Andrew also 
donned the scarlet, he at the age oí twenty 
joining the H.L.I., with which regiment he 
served for six years, seeing service in the 
Egyptian campaign, and being present at the 
battle of Tel-el-Kebir. There are not many 

olf professionals whose names are recorded 
in the annals of the open championship who 
have had such an eventful career as Andrew. 
He became a golfer by an accident; then 
adopted soldering as a profession, and. eventu- 
ally virtually became open champion thrice. 
His father resided some four miles from St. 
Andrews, at a village called Denhead, and in 
search of work he migrated to St. Andrews, 
where he became a noted caddie. His son, 
Andrew, followed in his father’s footateps, 
and as a mere child we find him, when not 
carrying clubs for celebrities like Sir John 
Moncrieff, Sir Robert Hay, and Mr. Gilbert 
Innes, playing with the other caddies in 
putting competitions for pennies, either old 
corks or smal] round stones doing duty for 
golf balls, which were then not easily to be 
had by the boys. When the lads were very 
hard up for balls, they. had a way of obtain- 
ing them which seldom failed, for they would 
wade into the Swilcan Burn and stir up the 
mnd, #0 that the balls which were driven into 
it were almost always lost—to their real 
owners, at least, as Andgew puts it in his 
recollections. 

His Firet Attempt. 

His first attempt at becoming open: cham- 
pion was made when he was 18 years old, and 
he did well to finish sixth at Prestwick. A 
year later. in 1879, he tied for the honour 
ut St. Andrews with’ Jamie Anderson, only 
to lose the replay, and then came a long 
absence from the game, due to his joiming 
the Highland Light Infantry. One would 
imagine that, after soldiering for so many 
years, Kirkaldy would have turned his atten- 
tion to something more profitable and useful, 
but. as we golfers know, it is not easy to 
get over the golfing fever when once it has 
taken a grip of one. So back went Andrew 
to St. Andrews, intent on becoming a golf 

rofessional, and a big success he made of 
himself in his new fine of business; for 
quickly settling down to the game, he made 
a name for himself by defeating Willie Park 
over four greens for £200 aside, and later on 
he beat Jock Simpson, A. H. Scott, and J. 
H. Tavlor, these matches being each for £50 
aside. In 1889 he tied for the Open with 
Willie Park at Musselburgh, and 1891 found 
him again tieing for the title, on this occasion 
with his brother, Hugh. 

And now comes a part of the story, as 
told by Andrew himseli, that will interest, il 
not actually surprise, local golfers. ine 
official records of our Irish Open Champion. 
ship start with the year 1892 (ride Golfers 
Handbook). But Kirkaldy states, in “Great 
Golfers in the Making,” that “my brother 
Hugh, and I also, took part in the first Irish 
championship at Dollymount, open to both 
amateurs and professionals, when we secured 
the first two places, I being that time in 
front of him.” So that at one time the Irish 
“ Open ” was in reality a championship open 


to all comers, professional and amateur. 


A Great Driver. 

Long driving has always appealed with 
irresistible force to the amateur golfer. No 
matter how much he may neglect the other 
“departments” of the game, the amateur 
18 most anxious to become a good wooden 
club player. He may be playing his club, iron 
and  mashie wretchedly, and putting 
atrociously ; but, if he is getting to tee shots 
away and outdistancing is opponent every 
time. he consoles himeelf, although he may 
have been beaten 9 and 8, witn the reflection 
that he never “missed ' a tee shot, or failed 
with the most difficult carry. Therein liés 
the secret, of the superiority of the ofessional 

olier over the amateurs. As as rule, the pro- 
Teesional does not try to burst the cover of 
his Silver King or Maxfli when he takes his 
wooden club in his hands; the amateur, on 
the other hand, when he takes his stance ou 
the teeing ground, has but one thought in his 
mind—to hit that ball as hard as he can. 

I do not snppose that any golfer will ques- 
tion the accuracy of the statement that one of 
the longest drivers in the history ol golf was 
Mr. Edward Blackwell, when the Scottish 
internationalist and silver medallist ot 1904 
was in his prime. So far as driving was con- 
cerned he was the giant of the game, as the 
records disclose. What Mr. Blackwell would 
have accomplished at golf had he devoted some 
of the time and atudy to the short game that 
he gave to driving in his early days at St. 
Andrews there is no knowing. Writing of his 
childhood days, spent at r. Browning s 
school at St. Andrevs, he says:— We 
thought more of driving than anything eise ab 
that time, or at least Í did, and it never oc- 
curred to me to practise the valuable art of 
putting. It would have been better in the 
long run if we had. But it seemed to me to 
be a grand thing to drive a long ball, and so 
it was drive, drive, drive every time I found 
myself on the course, and it was my constant 
object, to drive a little further one day than I 
had ever done before.” To goliers there is no 
more pathetic figure in the modern history of 
golf than Mr. Fred. Tait, who lost his life so 
tragically in the South Airean War. He, 
too. was a great golfer, and it was with him 
that Mr. Blackwell played many of his earlier 
games. Indeed, at the age oí 16 years, he 
layed a great deal with Mr. Tait, to whom 
im ‘was able to concede a half, and it was his 
matches with the latter that were mainly in- 
struments! in Mr. Blackwell becoming a 
scratch player at the age of 18 years. 

One of Mr. Blackwell's most important 
games about this time was his match with 
Jack Simpson, the open champion of 1685, 
then at Montrose. They played over 36 holes 
at St. Andrews, and the amateur won 15 on 
the last green; and another golfing notability 
who succumbed to his skill was Mr. Laidlay. 
A remarkable thing in connection with the 
golfing career of Mr. Blackwell is that it 
suffered two checks, one of six years’ duration 
and the other of five years, during which 

riods, spent in California with his two 
rothera, he never hit a golf ball. But goil 1s 
like Pitman’s shorthand—once mastered it 1 
never forgotten. On returning te St. Andrews 
from California for a holiday, atter an absence 
of six years, Mr. Blackwell became keener 
than ever, and at the autumn meeting he won 
the King William IV. Medal with a record 
round of 82, his brother, Enrley, finishing 
second. after a tie, with 83, this being the 
only occasion on which two brothers finished 
first and second for the coveted medal. A few 
months later Mr. Blackwell returned to Callt- 
fornia, and remained there five years. On his 
return to St. Andrews, he tells us, he dropped 
into his game etraightaway, and won the 
Calcutta Cup off plus 2. 

Some Remarkable Shots. 

When the amateur championship firet went 
to America in 1904 Mr. Blackwell was the last 
hope of British golf against Mr. Travis at 
Sandwich. In this match Mr. Blackwell's long 
driving did not pull him through, and it was 
probably the wonderful putting of the 
American that made the Britisher regret after- 
wards that he had given so much attention to 
driving and so little to the short game. 

Some remarkable drives are recorded against 
the name of Mr. Blackwell. Once, in 1892, 
when, of course, the gutta ball was the thing, 
he reached the fifth green at St. Andrews 
(520 vards) in two shots, with the wind a little 
against him. He and his partner played the 
same hole in, and, as before, he got home in 
two smacks; so that in four shots he drove 
more than 1,000 yards—with a gutta ball, 
recollect. His longest drive, measured with a 
tape, was made in the same year at St. 
Andrews from the seventeenth tee, the dis- 
tance covered being 366 yards—a world’s 
amateur record drive with the gutta ball. 
Writing some time after the introduction of 
the rubber cored ball, this prodigious swiper 
stated that he drove farther with it than with 
the gutta.

centuries. To obtain an exact solution has 
long been regarded by mathematicians as im- 
possible, though approximations to the true 
value of the area of a circle have been ob- 
tained to quite an extraordinary degree of 
accuracy, Í is not, however, skilled mathe- 
maticians alone who have devoted their atten- 
tion to the quadrature of the circle. Persons 
of but slender mental equipment have at all 
times been found eager to sustain their preten- 
sions of having effected its solution. 

Anaxagoras is the first person on record 
who made an attempt to obtain the quadrature 
of the circle. This Greek geometer, having 
had the temerity to make known his long- 
concealed discovery of cause of lunar 
eclipses and some other philosophical opinions, 
incurred the sentence of banishment on the 
charge of impiety, his life having been only 
spared through the intercession of Pericles, 
Anaxagoras whiled away the time of his com- 
pulsory retirement by investigating this 
ancient problem, but the results of his re- 
searches are not knewn. 

Anaxagoras was succeeded by Hippocrates 
of Chios, who is said to have been encouraged 
by his discovery of the quadrature of the Lune 
that bears his name. His attempt to square 
the circle did not meet with much success. _A

Archimedes. 


Archimedes was really geometer 
who made an important contribution to our 
knowledge of the problem. He demonstrated 
that the area of a circle is equa! to an isosceles 
triangle whose base is the circumference and 
altitude the radius of a circle. The problem of 
squaring the circle was thus found to resolve 
itself into that of determining the length of its 
circumference. Archimedes calculated ap- 
proximately the length of the circumference in 
terms of the diameter and found that the 
former is less than 3 1-7th and greater than 
3 10-71 times the latter. 

No sensible improvement was made upon 
the labours of Archimedes for upwards of two 
thousand years. Among se who at the 
revival of Jearning occupied themselves with 
the quadrature of the circle was Cardinal de 
Cusa, who distinguished himself by his un- 
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ecclesisatica! dignitary was far in advance of 
his age in mathematical and physical science. 
He anticipated Gregory in his reform of the 
calendar, and revived that part the 
Pythagorean doctrine which explained the suc- 
cession of day and night by the rotation of 
the earth. Cardinal de Cusa was also an 
astrologer, and hazarded the prediction that 
the world would come to an end in 1724,

To refute this 
impostor a more approximate sratio had to be 
found. Adrian, father of the better known 
Adrian Metius, came to the rescue of geometry 
from the errors of circle-squarers .by the dis- 
covery of his celebrated ratio of 355 to 113, 
which is correct to the sixth decimal place. 
The French mathematician, Vieta, carried 
his approximation correct: to ten places of 
decimals, but this result was soon surpassed 
by that of Adrianus Romanns, the astronomer, 
who found a value correct to fifteen placea of 
decimals. These computers were left far be- 
hind by the Flemish mathematician, Ludolph 
van Ceulen, who published a result correct to 
twenty places of decimals in 1596, and, not 
satisfied with this achievement, continued his 
severe labours for the remaining fourteen years 
of bis life, and thereby added fifteen decimal 
figures more to his previous calculation, thus 
bringing his result correct to thirty-five 
decima! places, as follows :— :

deed give one a sense of renewed lite, but ta 
avoid blunders is not the lot of all, and no- 
thing, not even losing the chance oí a happy 
retort, leaves one in @ state of self-conscious” 
misery so pitiable to behold, so humiliating to 
endure as the consciousness of having per- 
petrated a social solecism. 

It is not always the tyro who blunders, 
but it is he who feels his blenders most 
keenly: the old hand makes some attem at 
covering his retreat and, at the worse. 
comforta himself with the reflection that the 
matter appears more important to the culpnit 
than to the spectators, and will in all prob- 
ability soon be crowded from their minds by 
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his by the sense of shame.
